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1. in tho Harewanken Alpe, a system of bleckhouses has been erected at intervals 
of one to Gnd and a half kilometers. Each blockhouse has eight men assigned to 
it as well as a nuaber of trained dogs. There are no supporting troopa station~ 
ei nearby but cas nol ghboring villages are occupied by militery units. 


2. In Netreanjsko ({ymer Erein) and Frimerske noar Trieste and Gorisie, maneuvers 
with heavy artillery are sonsatanutly telag carried on. During September thera 
were eleborats mansuvers in the vicinity of Kranj. These operations take 
plaes under the suvervision of Russian instrustora. 


3. On 26 September there were 171 Yugoalar boats in the river ports cf Passau, 
Regensburg and Engelhartzell. On 5 September, Avtulovie Ulaho, an official 
of the Yugoslav "Flusachiffextea Cesellechaft" in Passau, turaed two of these 
beats over ta the Rusalens. 


4. 4 large amber of piace Aah ‘who ware recently dismisaed by the First Deruhe 
Steanship Company tu Vienna were immediately recruited by Russian agents. The 
ageute are searching all zones for forsor Sermen warine officers and soldiore 
who servad on type 21 or 25 submarines. It is raported that theese oraft are te 
me used Por the l@mehing ef Veweapons. 


6. During the last: few nunthse, shipments of gasoline > salt end grain heve teed 
transported fron the Black Sea te Kladovo where they are relosded for points 
in Yugoslovias Twenty loads of ore from the Bor mines era shipped from Prahevo 
daily.

7 Ib is estimated thet before the war, the Garmans had 6000 trained techniotans 
for nine-vlearing.
